A Cruelty That Should Cease. 


In (he news columns of this paper ;i few days ago lliere was 


a short ariiclc calling attention lo the fact that there are many 
stray cats in the city, due without doubt to the fact that their 
owners have moved away or are absent on their vacations, 
and that they were too thoughtless or heartless to make pro- 
vision . for Uie care of their pels during their absence, or to 
mercifully put them beyond the pale of suJYering. 
Ii is a sub- 


ject that may well be further touched upon because the cruel 
practice is not confined lo Portsmouth, but is too common in 
alhcilies during the vacation season. 


For years this form of cruelty has been noted and com- 


mented upon in places where many poople leave their homes 
for a time during the heated term. The practice of thus aban- 
doning animals and compelling them to shift for themselves 
is unworthy of any self-respecting man or woman. Not only 
cln '.he victims lack food and shelter such as they are entitled to 
if (hey are to be permitted to live, but theyy lack the cpm- 
paiiionship to which they have been accustomed, a depriva- 
tion from which they sull'er acutely. Such suffering should 
jiot be wantonly inflicted upon the humblest of God's crea- 
tures, and any person who deliberately treats a cat or a dog in 
such manner is guillyof a grievous wrong. 


H is charitable to believe that most of these cases are due lo 


Hioughtlessness. 
It is hard to believe that many people are 


hard-hearted enough to intentionally inflict needless suffering 
on the dumb creatures in their care. For such as are the laws 
of most states provide suitable penalties, and people having 
knowledge of the cruellies ought to see tliat Ihe penalties are 
imposed. 
• 


The gospel of kindness to animals has been preached for 


years will) excellent results and (he good work must be kcp! 
up because, unfortunately, there are some whose hearts have 
not yet ,bceiKtouched by the appeal to .their belter nature. 
When appeal and gentle'reminder are not sufficient the law 
may well be brought lo bear, for cruelty to the helpless beings 
thai have been placed in our care is an offense unworthy of 
any person laying claim to common decency. 


Merciful death would be far belter for these animals than 


abandonment, and owners who do not sec fit to provide for the 
care• of their dogs and cats during their absence should con- 
siderately put them beyond Ihe reach of suffering. 


In some .places homes have been provided for the care of 


household pels while families are absent on their vacations or 
fc'.r other reasons, and this is an excellent idea. 
It is not often 


practicable to take the,caf or dog along when Ihe house is to 
Lv closed for a time, but means should be provided for their 
proper care, and where there is such provision comparatively 
few will be guilty of a practice that is more common than it 
should be. 


11 would seem that the establishment of homes for this pur- 


pose might well engage Ihe attention of ambitious boys and 
girls desiring lo coin ,i few honest dollars during the vacation 
reason. There are many who would enjoy the work, and they 
might be surprised by the volume of patronage lhat would 
come to (hem if the right facilities were placed at Ihe disposal 
of vacationists. In (he promotion of kindness, gentleness and 
a willingness lo co-operate are in most cases belter Ihan com- 
pulsion—a thought (hat is submitted for the consideration of 
ilk boys and girls, and also Ihe grown-ups of Portsmouth and 
vicinity.
